tention to endeavor to have it enact 
ed into law at the coming extraordin 
ir y -ession of the legislature. 
Stated briefly, the bill, which was 
presented to the 
legislature 
some 
nonths ago but not pushed because 
the farm ers w ere unfam iliar with it, 
provides for the licensing of cream ­ 
eries 
throughout 
the 
state, 
these 
ieensrs to be subject to revocation 
if products are not 
up to sanitary 
tandards. 
This In turn m akes the 
cream ery man responsible 
for 
the 
nllk and cream which comes into his 
nanufaotory, and since he < an refuse 
o take an unclean ot infected pro- 
iuct it is up to the dairym an him- 
elf, In the last analysis, to see to it 
»hat the conditions and methods of 
nilk production on his farm are up 
*o requirem ents 
General provisions 
are made for the health of the cow 
and the cleanliness of her surround 
ings and the places and utensils de­ 
voted to handling the milk. 
Inspect­ 


ors w ill be called in only on special 
cases, and appeal 
i 
to a board of 
two men, one named b> the dairym an 
the other by the department of agrl 
culture, under which the law would 
he adm inistered 
Dairym en in this vicinity have had 
some rather 
unpleasant 
experience 
with the present Inspection law and 
the inspectors who sought to enforce 
it, and they are tl'erefoee much in 
favor or drafting a law which, while 
insuring a clean product to the con 
sam er, is practicable from the pro­ 
ducer’« 
viewpoint 
and

m inistered at the least possible ex 
pendlture of money, tim e and effort, 
i’rof.
